The invitation formally extended by 


the city council last night to Lady 
Nancy Astor to be the gruest of the 
city of Danville has doubtless by this 
time been received by the former 
Danville resident. 
Soon after 
the 


council adjourned last night Col. A. B. 
Carrington, president of that body 
and chairman ex-ofticio of the council 
committee which will co-operate with 
committees of the Wednesday After- 
noon and the Shakespeare Study club 
dispatched a wireless message to Lady 
Astor now on the high seas aboard the 
Steamship Olympic. This mes.sa.ge 
was filed at one of the local telegraph 
offices to be sent by wire to the near- 
est wireless transmission station an 3 
there relayed by radio out to the ship. 
The text of the telegram is as fol- 
lows: ' 
"Danville, Va., April 14, 1922. 
"Viscountess Ast'or, 
"S. S. Olympic. 
"(Sailed Southampton, April 12). - 
"The city council of Danville, Va., 
your native city, has today named one 
of its new streets to be opened in your 
honor, and hereby urgently invites 
you and your traveling party ot.visit 
this city as its guests for i home-com- 
ing welcome and birthplace celebra- 
tion on some day to be fixed by you in 
a telegram of response at your earliest 
convenience."A. B- CARRINGTON. 
"President of the Council." 
The radio idea was thought better 
than that of sending the telegram to 
New York to await Lady Aster's ar- 
rival. There will probably be many 
wires waiting for her and it was 
thought best to send the. message to 
her by the quickest route possible in 
order that she can make arrange- 
ments for the Danville visit before she 
finds other invitations awa'iting her. 
City Councilman L. E. Conway in 
the discussion- before 'the council last 
night suggested that it would be a 
good plan to secure the presence of 
Lady Astor if possible on May 3 or 4, 
as the city's spring musical festival 
will.be held on those two days and the 
home-coming

NO SEA SICKNESS, NO SEA LEGS 


PHILADELPHIA. April 14.—Sea- 


sickness and '.'sea legs"-will be elim- 
inated by the installation on giant 
ocean liners of a 120-ton Sperry gyro- 
stabilizer, a test of which, declared a 
"pronounced success!" was witnessed 
at the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company's plant to- 
day by naval officers, engineers-and 
representatives of shipping concerns. 


Designed to prevent the rolling of 
the largest ocean-going ships, the de- 
vice, it is said, will enable passengers 
to stroll on the decks regardless of 
rough weather.

HANDLING NAVY 
OILS ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON. April 14.—A new 


policy in handling reserves of fuel oil 
'or the navy involving abandonment 
of attempt* to keep the oil in storage 
underground wa* announced today by 
.^, Interior department. The project 
wa* worked out In co-operation with 
the navy department The statement 
said, and involves the permanent stor- 
age above ground of ."royalty oils" 
derived from naval oil reserve lands 
in California and Wyoming, storage 
to be made by operators at points 
on both coasts suitable for quick sup- 
ply of the fleets In emergencies. 


Contracts have been made and are 


now being made." the statement said. 
which will Insure the navy ample 
storage for all the fuel oil which It 
ha* obtained now and which it wir 
hereafter obtain from such reserves 
This storage will be located at such 
points that In any time of crisis or 
need, the ships of the United States 
can obtain the same at points from 
Guantanamo, Cuba, to the extreme 
northeast of Maine and from Cali- 
fornia to Hawaii." 
The new policy is the outgrowth 


of tha effect to solve controversies 
growing out of the setting aside o: 
certain oil lands for naval purposes 
for which Congress paved the way 
with the oil land leasing act. The in 
terlor department pointed out tha 
under the previous practice of at 
tempting to provide for storage under 
ground, oil in navy lads was being 
drained away by adjacent private op 
erations and that the "so-called na 
val reserve," would 
be 
exhausted 


within a few years. 


Under the new leasing and "royalty 


oils" storage plans the department', 
statement said, "such loss would b< 
prevented and the navy be assured 
of an immediately available war re 
serve supply of oil fuel at all times.

hands pf experienced growers they 
will oftentimes live up to the prom- 
ises made by their originators; but, as 
a rule, they are not well enough es- 
tablished to have proven their worth 
except under the somewhat artificial

breeding station. The home gardener, 
therefore, should not mortgage his 
chances of success by trials of such 
novelties.

ery stored in their art of the building. 
The loss was from *3.000 to ?o,000 
each with no insurance. 
The fire was burning so rapidly 


when first discovered that it was im- 
possible to save anything except a lot 
of dynamite although several large 
fire extinguishers were used 
A crojrd of 150 or moie. including 


the boy scouts from the Gretna high 
school, were soon on the ground and 
the greatest bucket brigade ever seen

Had this building burned, many others 
would have burned also, including the 
Gretna Hardware Co, Crowell Auto 
Co., O. L. Rucker, and probably the 
Gretna Drug Co., People's Bank of 
Elba, Love and Ramsey, the poet j of- 
fice and Farmers Motor Co. 
Vergil Motlev, assistant cashier at 


the bank and Munford Mustaln were 
overcome by the heat while fighting 
the fire but both soon revived.

WM. T. LOPP AND AN ALASKAN REINDEER

A 


NCHORAGE. Alaska, April 15.— 
Get ready to eat reindeer meat, 


folks. 
The reindeer experiments of 


Uncle Sam, and William T. Lopp, In 
Alaska have proven a great success. 
The first drive of 1,500 steers, from 
the home range to a big distributing 
point, is already 
under way. 
The 
Alaskan railway and steamers to the 
States will get the product out to the 
consumers. 
More than 800 miles Tvill be tra- 
versed 
by this herd, moving from 


Good News Bay to Riley Creek on 
the railway. 
The herd will pasture 
and 
fatten 
on the 
moss-covered 
plains along the railway. In the fall 
they will be slaughtered. 
A Dilcrent "Drive" 
It Is a far different "drive" than 
those of the western cattle men. In- 
stead of warm weather, the herd was 
started in winter, to insure streams 
being frozen over. 
Other herds will follow this to the 
vicinity of the railroad, where a 12,- 
000 square mile area is open for feed- 
ing them, and transportation is at 
hand. 
Surplus steers 
from, other 
•herds will" be brought in regularly, 
and the offspring of the 1280 rein- 
deer the government imported from 
Siberia will be a factor in feeding not 
only Alaska but part of the United 
States. 
As a palatable, nourishing food, 


reindeer meat flndi. favor wherever 
marketed in America. Besides the 
meat and the raw skins, tanned rein- 
deer skins are used for glove's, mili- 
tary trousers, chamois polishers and 
book binding. Reindeer hair is used 
in Europe for filling life-saving ap- 
paratus. From reindeer horns, a fine 
quality of glue Is made. 
But to the Eskimo is the reindeer 
most valuable. Alive, it represents a 
value of $25 a head. It is an excel- 
lent sled anwnal, traveling is snow 
too deep for dogs. Dead, his meat as- 
sures" a food supply and a trading 
commodity, and its skin provides the 
material for making every garment 
worn. 
Eskimos Benefit 
Twenty-five years 'ago, the -Eski- 
mos owned nothing. Today, those in 
the reindeer industry own,herds worth 
over $4.000,000, have an assurance of 
a profitable livelihood, and real busi- 
ness judgment. 
Here is where Lopp has succeeded. 
He's chief of the Alaska division, U. 
9. Bureau of 
Education, and 
has 
taught the Eskimos the 
reindeer 


business. 
Pioneers "will tell you of Lopp's part 
in the Point Barrow Relief Expedition 
in 1S97, when with four Eskimos, he 
drove 400 reindeer across the treach- 
erous ice and wind-swept Arctic, win- 
ter coast for 750 miles, to feed a 
starving people.
